THE PENNSYLVANIA MOVEMENT. 
It is plaiu euough t«» be seen that the 
Republican* of Leuusylvania are in a bad 
wav. There is a split in the party there 
tvliieh seriously threatens to drag it down 
to defeat. A short time ago, the Repub­ 
licans held a State convention and nomi­ 
nated officers. Iu that convention the spir­ 
it of Cameron may be said to have large­ 
ly controlled that body,or in other words 
ft majority of the delegates were friendly 
to the Cameron influence aud the men 
who received the supj»ort of that influ­ 
ence, 
were 
nominated. 
There 
was a faction in that convention which 
opposed Cameron and all his friends and 
measures. That faction threatened to re­ 
volt if Cameron’s friends were nominat­ 
ed. They were nominated, the threats 
were made good, and now comes the re­ 
volt. The IndeiKJudcuts, or rather the 
bolters, held a convention this week, 
nominated a ticket,aud now appeal to 
the Republicans of the State for votes, 
and to the Republicans in other States 
for sympathy. 
Just what will be the result of this 
bolting can hardly be determined at this 
time, but there are 
six chances out 
of 
ten 
that 
it 
will 
defeat the 
Republican party in Pennsylvania. With­ 
out the display of great political shrewd­ 
ness or without counting the cost, Sena, 
tor Mitchell has lent his influence to the 
bolters.*His hope is to crush tile straight 
Republican or the Cameron ticket and 
either elect the Independent ticket or 
give the Democrats the control of the 
State. It is true that last year there was 
a strong independent sentiment in Penn­ 
sylvania. Mr. Wolfe, the independent 
candidate for State treasurer, nominated 
himself, and after a campaign of only one 
month, aud with no campaign funds, was 
elected 
by 
fifty 
thousand 
ma­ 
jority. 
But 
his 
case 
was far different from the present one. 
Mr. Wolfe was a much better man than 
the Republican nominee, and himself was 
personally very popular, and therefore he 
carried the State by a large majority, re­ 
ceiving, however, the greatest majority 
in Philadelphia, where he was 
best 
known. 
There is very little or no essential dif. 
ference between the platforms of tho Re­ 
publicans and the bolters. They are very 
much the same, so that it can be said 
there are no great principles dividing 
the factions. It is a contest, in fact, as to 
whether the Republicans, “bossed” by 
Cameron, 
or 
the 
bolters, “bossed” 
by 
Mitchell, 
shall 
control 
tho State government iu Pennsylvania. 
This is all there is of it, and the bolters 
can show no other reason for bolting 
than that of a desire to either get in of­ 
fice or to smash tho Republican party. 
These independent movements when 
established on practical and just prin­ 
ciples are a righteous thing; but when 
inaugurated by a spirit of jealousy, that 
the outs may get in. aud to satisfy the 
craving ambition of small statesmen and 
unscrupulous politicians, they should 
not receive the support of tho Republican 
puty. We speak now of the indci>cndent 
movements in the North gotten up by 
men who do not seem to care whether 
the Republican party or Republican prin­ 
ciples survive or perish. The Mitchell 
faction of Pennsylvania, before it decided 
to bolt, should have turned to Wisconsin 
Michigan, and lllino’s for a real striking 
and practical lesson. It was a spint very 
much like that which now confronts the 
Republicans in Pennsylvania, which de­ 
feated the lamented Carpenter in Wi«_ 
cousin, and that royal stalwart Chandler 
in Michigan, in I$7.1. Men who had 
become leaders and sturdy Republicans, 
against whose public career not a single 
word of evil could In? spoken, were thrown 
aside by that sickly spii it of independent 
ism, and eveiybody knows tho result. 
The time soon came when Wisconsin, 
Michigan and Illinois became ashamed 
of their doings, and the bi Bliaut Carpen­ 
ter, the courageous and grand old Chand­ 
ler, and the dashing Logan were recalled 
to the Senate. Such men are demanded 
as leaders. They have the experience^ 
the 
courage, 
aud 
the 
ability 
to 
make 
leaders, 
and 
when the battle is the hottest, the enemy 
the most aggressive, and the Republican 
party iu the most danger, it is then when 
the Carpenters, the Chandlers, the Lo­ 
gans, the Camerons, and the Blaines, 
prove a saving grace to the Republican 
party. The bolters rn Pennsylvania should 
ponder these things.

THE FIRE RECORD. 


S an F rancisco, May 25.—A Tombstone 
dispatch says fire this afternoon de­ 
stroyed a large number of 
buildings 
there. 
The portion of the town destroyed com­ 
prises almost the entire business part of 
the town. 
The three principal hotels were burned, 
and the office of the Daily Nuggett was 
destroyed, and the Daily Epitaph office is 
heavily damaged. 
The Western Union Telegraph office 
was also destroyed. 
It is impossible to estimate the loss ac­ 
curately at present, but it will probably 
reach $500,000. 
The insurance will aggregate $250,000. 


L e a d v il l e, Col., May 25.—Early this 
morning the Grant Company’s smelting 
works were completely destroyed by fire. 
The origin of the fire is supposed to have 
been caused by an explosion in the fur­ 
nace. The loss is estimated at between 
$300,OC I and $403,000; insurance of $65,- 
000. These works were the largest of the 
kind in the world. Over 30J men are 
thrown out of employment here, aud 
quite a number at Omaha, where the re­ 
fining works of this oompauy are located. 
The works will be rebuilt.

There is a shrub indigenous to Brazil, 
but now cultivated iii other parts of 
South America. Florida, the West Indies 
aud other tropical countries, classed by 
botanists in genus Manihot, family Eu- 
phorbtacot\ of which there are three 
species, M. utUissima, M. (tipi, and M. 
janipha, the first of w hich is usually cul­ 
tivated. It grows from six to ten feet 
high, and occasionally higher, in bushy 
form, with crooked branches. 
The 
stems are white, brittle, ami have a 
very large pith. The leaves, which are 
near the extremity of the branches, are 
very large and parted. The roots are 
tuberous, from one to two feet long, 
growing from three to eight in a cluster, 
and weighing from twrenty-five to thirn

pounds. The Brazilians call it Mandi- 
ocea or Mandioc: the West Indians, Cas­ 
sava; the Peruvians ami some other 
South Americans, Juca or Yucca. The 
roots abound in hydrocyanic acid, which, 
found in a milky juice, is very poison­ 
ous. so much so that a little of this juice 
w ill cause death iii a few- minutes; but 
when it is heated the poisonous qualities 
are driven oft’, and it becomes the base 
of a sauce or condiment known as Cas­ 
sareep or Casiripe, noted for its anti­ 
septic qualities, and which is also the 
principal ingredient in a West Indian 
dish know'll as pepper pot. 
Fermented 
with molasses it makes an intoxicating 
drink, used bv the natives, and known 
as qtiycon. The root, however, is of the 
most importance. This is by the natives 
coarsely ground or grated, and dried in 
cakes on hot stones or metal plates, by 
which the poison is expelled. These 
cakes are highly esteemed as food, and 
are generally7 known in South America 
as farrinah. kite Portuguese name for 
meal. 
No w ater is needed to make these 
roots into cakes, as the heat softens the 
starch ami makes a pasty dough that 
soon dries. An article prepared in the 
same general way, lint with more care, 
is made iii the West Indies, called there 
cassava bread, ami is highly esteemed. 
These cakes have somew hat the appear­ 
ance of pilot bread, but are very much 
thinner and more tender, and when 
thinly spread w'ith butter, and held for a 
moment over a brisk fire, are very nice 
and delicate, a proper dish for invalids, 
and not an unwelcome one for people in 
health. 
From the starch is made the Brazilian 
arrow'-root. 
Tapioca is also a product 
of the starch. 
When it is heated on hot 
plates ami stirred with an iron rod the 
starch grains burst; some of it is con­ 
verted into dextrine, and the whole takes 
the form of small irregular masses. 
The chemical properties of Brazilian 
arrow root made from cassava arc almost 
identical with those of the arrowroot and 
of sagos ami as food they are practically 
equal, the nutritive value in any of them 
not being very high, as they consist mostly 
of rarbon. The starch of the cassava is 
readily converted into grape sugar, and 
from this to glucose; ami it might to a 
groat extent take the place of corn in the 
manufacture of the latter article, althougl 
there are said to In1 some obstacles in the 
w ay of its treatment yet to be overcome. 
Cassava root can bt* produced at less ex­ 
pense than corn, and it is to be hoped it 
may finally be preferred, leaving coni tc 
be used for better purposes. It is said 
that the average yield of a thousand 
acres of corn would give about 500 tom 
of glucose, w'hile that of a thousand acre? 
of cassava w7ould give 10,000 tons ol 
glucose. 
The culture of cassava is easy, as it 
gnnvs readily from cuttings on a light 
or sandy soil, in rows three feet apart. 
an<l the cuttings, each containing an 
ey e or bud, are sot about tw'o feet from 
each other. When well started, say 
twelve or fourteen inches high, the soil is 
drawn around the plant similarly to the 
hilling of corn. The leaves soon start, 
which, being large, shade the ground, 
serving to retain moisture and prevent 
the growth of woods. The plant arrives 
at maturity about six months afterplant­ 
ing, but will continue to grow tw'o or 
three years. The tubers grow from the 
base of Lhc.plant, lying mostly in a nearly 
horizontal position, something like sweet 
potatoes. The size of some of these tubers 
is simply enormous. 
When it is desired to use any* portion 
of the crop, it is gathered by merely 
raising the plant from the soil and de­ 
taching the tubers; it eau then be re­ 
planted, am! new tubers will form. There 
is no season fur harvesting; of all the 
days in the year one is as good as an­ 
other. 
When you want to use tubers, 
ou gather what y ou need, and the rest 
cep on growing.—X. Y. Bun.

Some slight doubts are east upon the 
safety of the bridge between Brooklyn 
and New York. The difficulty is said to 
be in the superstructure, the suspenders, 
Die added weight caused by the neces­ 
sity of making up for supplying rotten 
steel by a supplementary amount of solid 
steel. Colonel Roebling, in a letter 
written last July, stated that the margins 
of safety are very “low in the towers 
aud cables of our bridge. The anchor­ 
ages it has been possible to re-enforce, 
so that a recalculation made last week 
gives a margin of safety of over three 
times, which is enough where mere dead 
weight is concerned. For the other two 
vital points nothing can be added.” 
General Newton, in his letter to the 
chief engineer of tho United States 
army, speaks of the insufficiency of the 
original plan and estimates, coupled with 
the attempt to build for $6,000,000 rn 
work 
which will cost $14,000,000. 
Another point made by General Newton 
is of the purport that, to satisfy the 
locomotive interest “the structure has 
been strengthened, the trusses raised 
five feet, and the weight increased so 
that one whole point in the margin of 
safety has been wiped out, and the pres­ 
sure on the tower masonry raised to 
thirty-two tons per square foot. While 
I anticipate not even a sign of weakness, 
relief can be had at any time by lighten­ 
ing the superstructure. The margin is 
as great as at Niagara, and greater than 
at Cincinnati. The commission on the 
Blackwell's island bridge recommended 
a margin of safety of only three. During 
the recent reconstruction of the N iagara 
bridge the permanent load was reduced 
200 tons. The cables rose four inches, 
chowing that in twenty-seven years the 
the elasticity of the cables had not been 
impaired.”

circulated through the community, seri­ 
ously to the detriment of the lady's repu­ 
tation. The widow, at the suggestion of 
her counsel, then made an athdavit be­ 
fore a magistrate, and an indictment for 
the criminal offense of eavesdropping was 
drawn up and laid before the Grand Jury. 
That body was considerably puzzled by 
the unexpected cropping up of an offense 
at law so old that it had become entirely 
new.—Philadelphia Evening Bulletin.

Planting a Forest* 


The first, the fundamental point in tree- 
planting on a large scale, that is, in plant­ 
ing what may be called a forest, is to con­ 
sider the trees as a crop, like any other 
crop, only this requires a much longer 
time than ordinary crops to come to ma­ 
turity. This will at once put the subject 
to many if not to most persons in anew 
aspect. 
Accepting the idea that trees are J 
to be planted like corn or wheat, as a j 
crop, there follows at once the necessity 
of care aud cultivation and the consid­ 
eration that these are the conditions of 
success. We do not expect to harvest an 
ordinary crop, and one that will yield a 
satisfactory pecuniary return, without 
having lies to wed upon it care and labor. 
No more should we look for success in 
the larger growths of the forest without 
a*corresponding culture. # And when we 
come to look upon the growl Ii of a forest 
in this light we shall easily, almost inev­ 
itably. regard our ordinary native for­ 
ests, where the trees are simply suffered 
to grow up in complete neglect, exposed 
to injury from the intrusions of cattle 
and from other causes, as at l>est onlv 
partial utilization of the fields which S.* 
tare has provided for our comfort an 
profit. 
It is true that trees will grow 
and come to maturity in rough places 
and on poor soils, where nothing cist 
will grow or where the cultivation of 
other crops is impracticable and unproflt 
able. 
It is true also that the growth of 
these great forest-:rops, instead of im­ 
poverishing, enriches the soil. 
Hem 
there is no use of our i»oor and what we 
call waste lands; which abound more or 
less everywhere, at once so economical 
and profitable as to devote them to the 
growth of trees. 
Left to themselves, as 
our forests and woodlands generally are, 
they are remunerative. 
But they might 
be made much more remunerative. They 
would be, if, instead of regarding them 
as one of tlieaeccidental products of Na­ 
ture, we were to regard them as one o 
our staple crops, something to be man 
aged and cared for by us. — N. Ii. Egle- 
8ton, in Popular Science Monthly.

Surgeon General Barnes tells your in­ 
formant that he adopted the buttermilk 
treatment among the soldiers in the 
army, and has found it most efficacious 
I H appears some ton years ago the 
t medical scientists of France aud Kussia 
compared notes as to the use of plain 
sweet milk in the treatment of their hos­ 
pital typhoid patients, and concurred iii 
the statment that milk not only is of 
wonderful efficacy in typoidal cases but 
in the treatment of fevei’s generally. 


WTe know not who invented this In­ 
strument of horse torture, but we know 
he did not understand the anatomy and 
Iihysiology of the eye of a horse. 
Human 
vision is binocular—that Is we see the 
same object with both eyes —and so ad­ 
just the axis of vision that the object 
appears single, though seen with both 
eyes. 
But the eyes of the horse are 
placed on the side of the head and the 
axis of each eye is nearly at right angles 
with the longitudinal line of the body, 
so that it is impossible that the same 
object can be distinctly seen with two 
eyes. 
Now, by blinding the eye in the 
direction iii which it was intended in it 
construction that it should see, it is 
forced to use an oblique vision, as if we 
should cover the front of our optics and 
be compelled to see only by the corners 
of our eyes. 
This unnatural and con­ 
strained use of the eye must, to a greater 
or less extent, impair vision, if not en­ 
tirely destroy it. 
The object for which 
the blind bridle is used is not accom­ 
plished bv it. 
A horse is more readily 
frightened when he cannot see the object 
of his dread than if he can have a fair 
view of it. But it is surprising to observe 
with what tenacity men hold on to an 
absurd and cruel practice when a mo­ 
ment’s reflection would teach them bet­ 
tor. 
Nineteen out of every twenty 
horses you see in harness have blind 
bridles on, and if you ask the owner to 
explain its benefits, or why he uses it, 
he will be utterly unable to give a 
rational answer. We are not surprised 
that draft horses are subject to diseased 
eyes—we wonder that they are not all 
blind.—American Fanner. 


-In a conversation about grave robber­ 
ies by medical students, a leading phy­ 
sician of Syracuse, N. Y., said that a 
student iii the medical college of that city 
a few days ago graduated in a neat suit 
of broadcloth taken from tile body of a 
well-to-do citizen which was removed 
from the grave immediately after burial.

Perhaps no city in the west, of the size 
of Janesville, can boast of better streets, 
or of having a better system of keeping 
its sidewalks in good repair, than the 
Bower City. While there is no necessity 
of general complaint regarding impassa. 
ble walks or streets, yet there are many 
places where a little grading of the streets 
or a new sidewalk would vastly improve 
their condition and appearance. For the 
purpose of improving such streets, and 
that the First ward may not be behind 
so me of the other wards in the city, Al­ 
dermen Murdock aud Potter have made 
a thorough examination of the streets 
aud walks in their ward, and at the last 
meeting 
of 
the council the 
street 
commissioner 
was 
instructed 
to 
cause 
the 
construction 
of 
three 
hundred aud twenty-five rods of new 
sidewalks—five rods over oue mile—and 
the necessary orders were passed to com­ 
pel the building of the same. The walks 
will bo laid in front of sixty different lots 
in the First ward, represented by about 
fifty resident lot owners. For the con­ 
struction of these walks 57,200 feet of 
2-iuch plank will be required, 10,725 feet 
of 2x4 stringers, and 2,600 pounds of 30d 
nails. The following is an estimate for 
one rod of sidewalk, as adopted in the 
specification: 176 feet of 2-mch plank 
(cut in 5-feet 4 inch lengths); 38 feet 2x4 
stringers; 8 pounds of 30d nails, (five 
nails to 
each 
plank.) 
When this 
lino 
of 
sidewalk 
is 
completed, 
the First ward will undoubtedly be in 
the lea d of all other sections of the city 
as far as good walks are concerned. It is 
suggested by some of tho good people of
